Just as truly as God 
eaused a deep sleep to fall upon 
the first Adam and wounded his 
side from which his beautiful 
bride was formed, who was to 
be a helpmeet for him, while 
the deep sleep of death was on 
the Christ, the Son of the living 
God, from His wounded s'de His 
Bride was formed, which is to 
be a helpmeet for Him, the sec- 
oud Adam, hence it is commit- 
ted unto His Church to carry 
forward the great commission 
and the task of making Him 
known to this lost world. 


It is not the purpose of the 
writer to quibble on who is the 
Bride of Christ, we are willing 
to grant that the Old Testament 
saints are spoken of as related

Head. 

There remains no question as 
to whether the Lord will do His 
part as this has been settled for 
almost 2,000 years, hence the 
only question that remains is, 
Shall we prove our loyalty to 
Him and to one another by 
heartily co-operating in the 
great work to which He has 
called us to do? In the further 
consideration of this subject we 
observe: 

First: Every part or member 
must do its share. In the hu- 
man body there are nerves, 
bones, blood vessels and other 
parts innumerable, and each one 
of these has a special function 
or duty to perform. Just so 
has God given evefy member of 
His Church some special func- 
tion with special work to do.

We wish to impress upon the 
minds of the readers that it 
takes the POWER OF GOD in 
these last days to go against the 
flood tide of iniquity which, is 
manifested in so many different 
ways.

God gave orders to Joshua 
how to proceed in taking Jeri 
cho. He told them that they 
should march thirteen times 
around its walls; that the priests 
should blow their trumpets the 
seventh day and further prom- 
ised them that when they 
shouted the wall would fall. 
This divinely appointed leader 
of God’s host, gave strict orders 
to the priests to be sure to 
“Take the ark of the covenant” 
(wherein God dwelt) and the 
trumpets of rams’ horns and 
obey orders as this was the only 
way to capture the city. The 
thought that should impress us 
is that they would not under 
take the capture of Jericho 
without God, (the ark of the 
covenant) going with them. In 
short God was their success, 
they were only to render perfect 
obedience. 


It- is amazing to look over 
God’s record and see the simple 
weapons and instruments which 
He has used in His kingdom for 
the achievments of great vic- 
tories over His enemies. We 
find such things as rams’ horns, 
trumpets, pitchers, rods, slings, 
stones etc., but the secret lies 
in the fact that God was in the 
whole affair. 


Study the life of Israel care- 
fully and you will see that 
when they had God with them 
they were a success. The Red 
Sea was divided at His presence; 
the multitudes were fed in the 
wilderngss by the Lord sending 
them bread from heaven; the 
waters were made sweet at the 
command of the Lord; at the 
river of Jordan He showed His 
power and divided the waters 
and when they entered the 
Promised Land they were vic- 
torious as long as they had 
His presence. Jesus, in send-

“Not slothful 
fervent in spirit; 
Lord.” Rom. 12:11. 

When a person is saved, sanc- 
tified and filled with the Holy 
Spirit it matters not what his 
particular work in life may be; 
the work he does is but a copy 
line set to him. The main thing 
to be considered is that he 
learn to live well. The form is 
nothing, the execution is every- 
thing. It is true indeed that 
prayer, holy reading, medita- 
tion, the solemnities and _ ser- 
vices of the Church are neces- 
sary to religion and that these 
can be practiced only apart from 
the work of secular life. But 
it is to be remembered that all 
such holy exercises do not 
terminate in themselves., They 
are but steps in the ladder to 
heaven, good only as they help 
us to climb. They are the ir- 
‘igation and enriching of the 
Spiritual soil—worse than use- 
less if the crop become not 
more abundant. They are in 
short, but a means to an “end”, 
good only in so faras they 
help us to be good and to do 
‘good—to glorify God, and do 
good to man. That “end” can 
best be attained by him whose 
life is a busy one, whose avo- 
cation bear him daily into con- 
tact with his fellows—into the 
heart of the world. No man 
can be a thorough proficient in 
navigation who has never been 
at sea, though he may learn 
the theory of it at home. But 
never, in the highest and holiest 
sense, can he become a reli- 
gious man until he has acquired 
those habits of daily self-denial, 
of resistance to temptation, of 
kindness, gentleness, humility, 
sympathy, active beneficence 
which are to be acquired only in 
daily contact with mankind. Do 
not tell us then that the man 
of business, the toil worn labor- 
er, has little or no time to at- 
tend to religion. As well tell 
us that the pilot amid the 
winds and storms has no leisure 
to attend to navigation. 

Religion is not a perpetual 
moping over good books— re- 
ligion is not even prayer, praise, 
holy ordinances, these are nec- 
essary to religion—no man can 
be religious without them, but 
religion, I repeat, mainly and 
chiefly is the glorifying God 
amid the duties, and trials of 
the world, the guiding our 
course amid the adverse winds 
and currents of temptation by 
the starlight of duty and the 
compass of divine truth—the 
bearing us manfully, wisely, 
courageously for the honor of 
Christ, our great Leader, in the 
conflict of life. A life spent 
amidst holy things may be in- 
tensely secular: a life the most 
of which is spent in the thick 
and throng of the world may be 
holy and divine. There may 
dwell in a lowly mechanic’s or 
household servant’s breast a 
spirit that dignifies the coarsest 
toils and “rendess drudgery di- 
vine.” Herod of old was a 
slave though he sat upon a 
throne, “but who will say that 
the work of that carpenter’s 
shop at Nazareth was not noble 
and kingly work indeed?” 

A minister, for instance, 
preaching, praying, ever speak- 


ing holy. words and performing 
sacred acts, may be all the 


while doing actions no more 
holy that those of the printer 
who prints Bibles, or the book- 
seller who sells them; for in 
both cases alike, the whole af- 
fair may be nothing more than 
a trade. Nay, the comparison 
tells worse for the former, for 
the secular trade is innocent 
and commendable, but the trade 
which traffies and tampers with

mock solemnity, “earthy, sen- 
sual, devilish.” So to bring 
forward one other example the 
public worship of God is holy 
work. No man can be living 
a holy life who neglects it. But 
the public worship of God may 
be--and with multitudes who 
frequent our churches is—de- 
graded into work most worldly, 
most distasteful to the great 
object of our homage. He to 
whom all hearts be open, all 
desires known, discerns how 
many have an earnest desire to 
hold communion with the Fath- 
er, to.unburden yourselves ir 
His loving presence of the cares 
and crosses that press hard up- 
on you. But you should carry 
holy principles with you into the 
world. A Christlike spirit will 
Christianize everything it touch- 
es. A meek heart, in which the 
altar fire of love to God is burn- 
ing, will lay hold of the most 
common, rudest things in life 
and transmute them like coarse 
fuel at the touch of fire, into a 
pure and holy flame. 


Loity or lowly, rude or re- 
fined as our earthly work may 
be it will become to a holy mind 
only the material for something 
fnfinitely nobler than all the 
creations of genius, a pure and 
godlike life.

What may each deliberative 
body because of peculiara- 
ties in organization do? 
Each body may make cer- 


tain special rules of proce-|. 


dure to meet its own pe- 
culiar needs. 
Are parliamentary laws 
necessary in deliberative 
bodies? 
Yes, just as necessary as the 
statute law is to the state. 
Organization 
What must first take place 
before a gathering can at- 
tend to business? 
A. There must be an organiza- 
tion- 
What shall be the first or- 
der? 
Some one must take the 
lead in selecting a modera- 
tor, if there isn’t a standing 
moderator. 
What is the next order? 
The moderator may now 
take the chair and select a 
secretary or clerk. The 
secretary may be selected 
by the body. 
Now, what does the Chair- 
man (Moderator) do? 
He calls the meeting to or- 
der from time to time as 
they assemble. 
If for church conference 
what will he say? 
The church will now con- 
sider herself in conference 
to transact any business that 
may come before her. 
Is the Church alone to be 
called to order? 
No, the Assembly, Council, 
Congress or whatever order 
it may be must be called to 
order and be announced to 
be in session for business, 
in order that the actions 
passed be counted as legal. 
The Moderator 
By what names is the pre- 
siding officer sometimes 
called? 
He is referred to as the 
chair, Mr. Chairman, Broth- 
er Moderator, etc. 
How should the Moderator 
refer to himself in deciding 
questions? 
He should say, the “Chair 
decides”, or the “Moderator

decides,” but never say, “I 


decide.” 

Q What of the Moderator’s ia- 
fluence? 

A. If he is solemn, well poised, 


gentle and dignified he will 
beget the same in his peo- 
ple. 

What are some of his duties? 
He is to take the chair and 
preside, guiding and direot- 
ing in the deliberations. Alsg 
he is to decide on questions 
of order. 

Why does the chairman use 
the gavel or mallet? 
The gavelisa symbol ‘of 
authority. He should rap 
on the table with the gavel, 
to attract attention, when 
calling to order otc., yet 
he should not make him- 
self obnoxious by pounding 
too hard or too often, just 
to show his authority. 
Should the Moderator vote 
on questions for adoption? 
Ordinarily he does not, yet 
he may cast a deciding vote 
in the case of a tie.

Q.. Does the Moderator take 
part in debating on sub- 
jects? 

A. Not often, but if he should 


desire to speak, he should 
call some one to moderate 
in his stead. 

What of attentiveness? 

The Moderator should be 
attentive to his business, 
and listen patiently to ev- 
ery speaker, and should 
give due respect to every 
one. 

What should he do when 
addressed? 

He should call the speaker 
by name. This shows reec-’ 
ognition to the speaker. 

If two or more address the 
Moderator at one time what 
should he do? 

He should give the floor to 
the one whose voice he 
heard first. 

It might be well for ministers 
who have to hold conferences 
at different times, that they 
preserve these questions and 
answers to be studied, that 
they become familiar with Par- 
HNamentary usages.
